STANDARDIZATION. 


Phillips  University  was  fully  accredited  in  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Educational  Committee  in  Chicago,  March  20,  1919.  The 
courses  of  Phillips  University  have  been  for  a  number  of  years  par- 
allel to  the  institutions  of  accredited  standing.  Lack  of  full  laboratory 
and  library  equipment  prevented  formal  recognition  by  the  Association. 
Phillips  University  graduates  v^^ith  their  several  degrees  have  been 
received  without  discredit  in  Princeton,  Yale,  Missouri  University 
and  others  of  high  standing.  A  handicap  to  Phillips,  however,  has 
been  removed  by  this  formal  recognition.  Few  friends  of  Phillips 
appreciate  the  rapid  growth  the  school  has  made,  the  scope  of  work 
and  equipment  required  to  meet  standardization  in  the  North  Central 
Association.  At  least  eight  departments,  with  a  professor  having  at 
least  a  Masters  degree  in  charge  and  giving  his  whole  time  to  his  de- 
partment. No  college  professor  is  allowed  to  teach  in  the  high  school  and 
vice  versa.  The  endowment  of  an  accredited  school  must  have  at  least 
versa.  The  endowment  of  an  accredited  school  must  have  at  least 
$200,000.00  producing  interest  and  the  administration  of  the  business 
affairs  of  the  institution  must  bear  the  test  of  highest  business  effi- 
ciency. These  are  among  thirteen  requirements  prescribed,  which  Phil- 
lips University  has  met  and  received  a  welcome  into  the  sisterhood  of 
standardized,  accredited  schools.  No  embarrassment  now  confronts 
the  management,  or  students  as  they  pursue  courses  of  study  for  de- 
grees. With  ever  increasing  endowment,  improved  and  enlarged 
equipment,  and  growth  in  attendance,  P.  U.  is  now  one  of  the  three 
accredited   universities   in   Oklahoma. 
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Our  school  is  comparatively  young,  yet  it  has  grown  by  leaps  and 
bounds  until  now  it  is  one  of  the  fundamental  elements  in  our  vast 
system  of  education.  This  is  due  in  a  large  way  to  the  tireless  efforts 
of  a   strong   faculty. 

The  masses  have  come  to  realize  that  the  student  must  be  educated 
in  the  "art  of  hi?  particular  vocation,"  and  as  a  result  Phillips  has 
been  compelled  to  branch  out  into  the  development  of  all  phases  of 
education.  As  this  demand  became  more  and  more  insistent,  these 
phases  developed  into  distinct  and  well  defined  departments  that  have 
their   owi^    specific   line   of   work   to   accomplish. 

Sincp  ^hese  departments  must  co-operate  with  one  another  for 
the  building  up  of  the  student  to  the  high  point  of  efficiency  it  is 
necessary  to  have  teachers  of  ability.  Phillips  University  has  been 
fortunate  in  obtaining  men  and  women  with  these  combined  qualifi- 
cations  for  the   work   in   the   various   departments.

The  past  year  has  been  a  successful  one 
for  The  Slate.  Under  the  supervision  and  di- 
rection of  Editor-in-Chief  Winfred  E.  Powell, 
the  members  of  the  staff  have  spared  no  efforts 
Lo  make  the  paper  a  success.  Every  issue  was 
eaeerly  anticipated  by  the  subscribers  and  read 
with  alacrity.  When  The  Slate  came  out  the 
efforts  of  the  Professors  to  interest  their 
classes  were  in  vain  until  every  page  had  been 
devoured   by   the   students. 

No  enterprise  can  be  a  complete  success 
without  sufficient  funds.  The  Business  mana- 
gers have  made  the  school  paper  a  success 
financially.

The 
circulation  this  year  has  been  larger  than  be- 
fore. Practically  every  student  in  school  is  a 
subscriber  and  a  large  number  of  former  stu- 
dents have  their  name  on  the  mailing  list. 
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The  S.  A.  T.  C.  was  organized  in  Phillips 
University,  October  8th,  1918.  Lieutenant  H. 
E.  Embach  mobilized  the  unit  and  inducted  the 
one  hundred  men  applying  for  entrance.  The 
company  was  at  once  put  to  the  task  of 
constructing  the  barracks  and  laying  ga-s, 
water  and  sewer  lines  for  the  bar- 
racks. The  citizens  of  Enid  responded 
nobly  to  the  call  for  money,  with  which  to  build 
the  buildings  and  by  September  5th  the  men 
were  in  quarters.  Tha  next  months  were  busy 
Vvdth  drills,  classes  and  general  service,  until 
the  sigring  of  the  armistice,  which  gave  evi- 
dence of  a  speedy  demobilization  of  the  S.  A. 
T.  C.  units  all  over  the  United  States.  On 
December  14th,  a  military  review  was  held  and 
on  the  following  day  the  company  was  perma- 
nently dismissed  with  discharge  and  full  pay. 
The  S.  A.  T.  C.  was  so  short  lived  that  it  did 
not  prove  itself.  This  new  and  untried  organ- 
ization for  military  purposes  in  full  govern- 
ment service  was  never  put  to  the  test,  and 
had  it  had  time  to  settle  itself  to  the  combined 
progrem  of  Educational  and  Military  purposes 
it  would  no  doubt  have  proved  a  powerful  unit 
in  the  government's  military  program.

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HILLIPS  UNIVERSITY  has  been  designated  by  the  gov- 
ernment as  one  of  the  colleges  to  have  a  military  depart- 
ment in  the  form  of  a  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps. 
The  purpose  is  to  train  college  men  for  officers,  if  need 
be.  George  A.  Neale,  1st  Lt.  Inf.  U.  S.  A.,  has  been 
placed  in  charge  by  the  government  as  Professor  of 
Military  Science  and  Tactics.  Already  a  large  number  of 
students  have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  offered  and  signed 
for  the  training.  Next  year  the  size  of  the  unit  will  more  than  likely  be 
doubled  and  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  will  be  one  of  the  strong  departments  in  the 
school. 

There  are  two  divisions  of  the  R.O.T.C,  the  Junior  and  the  Senior. 
Only  the  Junior  has  been  organized  this  year  at  Phillips.  The  men  get 
uniform,  ordnance,  rifles,  haversack,  sixty  rounds  of  rifle  ammunition, 
etc.  There  will  be  a  camp  in  the  summer  which  the  men  may  attend, 
but  the  Junior  members  may  elect  whether  they  will  attend  or  not. 

Men  are  ehgible  to  the  Senior  section  only  after  they  have  two 
years  in  the  Junior  section,  or  an  equal  amount  of  service.  It  also  car- 
ries remuneration.  The  R.  0.  T.  C.  is  open  to  all  male  students  over 
fourteen  years  of  age.    High  school  students  are  admitted. 

The  organization  of  a  R.  0.  T.  C.  unit  at  Phillips  is  but  another  indi- 
cation of  the  progress  the  school  is  making.  The  government  bulletin 
of  January  2nd  shows  only  two  schools  in  the  State  having  units  of  the 
R.  0.  T.  C. 
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Perhaps  it  is  true  that  a  college  is  the  place  to  learn 
things.  But  the  student  that  is  too  busy  to  take  an  active 
part  in  the  social  life  of  the  school  is  missing  one  of  the 
most  important  things  in  a  liberal  education,  and  the  school 
that  throttles  the  social  life  is  depriving  the  students  of 
an  essential.  Long  after  class  room  lectures  have  been 
forgotten,  and  ponderous  notebooks  have  been  relegated  to 
the  flames  or  stored  away  in  some  secluded  corner,  the 
memory  of  the  fellowship  and  pleasure  derived  from  the 
school  organizations  still  linger  to  brighten  the  pathways 
of  life.  An  education  that  does  not  teach  one  how  to  live 
a  life  is  not  all  that  the  name  implies. 

The  few  organizations  of  P.  U.  are  both  cultured  and 
educational,  and  are  equally  as  important  in  the  training 
of  those  who  secure  an  education  here  as  the  subjects  sub- 
scribed by  the  course  of  studv.  These  activities  supply 
the  proper  condiments  to  the  mental  food  as  served  by 
the    professors    of   the    institution. 

School  organizations  are  not  everything;  neither  is 
knowledge  everything.  But  the  student  who  mixes  the 
proper  amount  of  knowledge  with  the  proper  amount 
of  social  activity  while  in  college,  is  the  student 
who  will  make  the  greatest  success  in  this  old 
world  of  ours.  May  the  student  organizations  of  Phillips 
continue  to  grow  in  number  and  influence  as  the  years 
come  and  go,  and  as  our  school  climbs  to  the  position  of 
eminence  it  is  bound  to  reach  in  the  field  of  twentieth 
century  education.
